The McCarthy Censure 


editorial - BY B R IC E BIOS,SAT 
Only a few times in its history 
has the United States Senate form­ 
ally censured any of its members, 
but it now seems quite likely that 
Sen Joseph R McCarthy’s 
name 
will be added to the list in the de 
bate which begins Nov. 8. 
A considerable number of 
Re- 
miblican senator-, - 
perhaps 15 ■— 
have indicated they will probably 
join an overwhelming majority of 
Senate Democrats in voting to ac- 
topt th 
censure findings recently 
handed down by the 
special Wat­ 
kins 
committee 
No 
doubt Mc­ 
Carthy's 
loyal 
followers in the 
Senate 
will 
resist this 
decision 
stoutly. 
And the senator himself 
ha* given every sign of making 
further combat on the floor 
But it is doubtful if these devel­ 
opment can have more than a de 
laying effect on the move for cen 
lire The main reason would scorn 
to hr that tho Watkins committee 
conducted 
the 
censure hearings 
.. lh such eminent fairness and ro- 
p> et f >r the facts that tin- findings 
re not really vulnerable to attack. 
The six members 
Republicans 
Watkins 
of t tab, 
Case of South 
Dakota. Carlson of Kansas, and 
Democrats 
.Johnson 
of Colorado. 
Stennis of Mississippi and En in of 
North Carolina are generally quiet, 
< aim 
men held 
in high 
regard 
by their colleagues. 
They gave 
judicial detachment to these pro­ 
ceedings 
They cannot he assail­ 
ed for yielding to any violent anti- 
McCarthy passions 
lf such an assault should now be 
tried by McCarthy and his chief 
backers, it would not merely he 
liable 
to fail 
but would 
almost 
surely enhance the prospects of 
censure. For the Senate has con­ 
fidence in tin 
committee’s 
judg­ 
ment. 
That judgment w as carefully em­ 
ployed in this ease. While the 
group found McCarthy’s behavior 
in respect to the solicitation and

of 
confidential 
government 
documents 
highly 
improper, 
it 
recognized that the ca sd for cen­ 
sure here could easily be clouded 
by the confusions that surround 
the argument how hest to fight 
communism 
It felt itself on firmer ground, 
however, in censuring the senator 
fur his evident abuse of a World 
War 
ii hero, 
General 
Zwicker, 
Members could nol see that even 
if Zwicker 
were what McCarthy 
charged —- an uncooperative wit­ 
ness who provoked him — that this 
justified intemperate abuse of 
a 
man who already had proved his 
soldiering 
and patriotism in the 
heat of battle. 
The committee decided, though, 
that 
the real 
heart of the case 
against 
McCarthy 
is 
concerned 
with his personal financial opera­ 
tions 
These 
had been 
invest!' 
gated with considerable energy and 
care by a previous Senate commit­ 
tee, which raised some very puz 
zlmg questions 
McCarthy' drill 
with this prior inquiry by defying 
it in a manner the Watkins group 
believes was contemptuous. 
He insulted the earlier commit 
tee. impugned ifs 
motives, and 
declined to discuss the subject un­ 
der review — his finances. 
Then 
and many times since, the sena­ 
tor has sought to dismiss that in­ 
vestigation
